*WILLIAM  BRINTON,  eon  of  Thomas  and.  Ann  Biddle  or  Blddolph,  (daughter 
William  Biddle  or  Biddolph),  was  Baptized  Dec .  1,  1636,  at  the  church,  of 
Sedgoley  Parrish,  County  of  Stratford,  England.  He  married  in  England 
by  Friends  ceremony  to  AM  BAGLEY,  horn  l635>  died  1698*  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Edvard  Bagley  of  Segdeley,  vho  vas  a  "man  of  good  account  as 
to  worldly  rank. " 

William  Brinton  came  from  the  village  of  Nether  Goumall, 

Parish  of  Sedgeley,  Staffordshire,  six  or  seven  miles  south  of  Church 
Eaton,  In  the  spring  of  1684,  he  embarked  with  his  wife  and  son  for 
the  Pennsylvania  colony,  leaving  his  three  daughters  in  England.  The 
vessel  had  a  prosperous  passage  and  came  to  anchor  in  the  Delaware  River 
at  a  point  known  as  Grubb's  Landing,  now  Brandywine  Hundred,  New  Castle 
County,  Delaware. 

William  advanced  boldly  into  the  unbroken  forest  which  then 
covered  the  country,  seeking  a  location  and  quality  of  soil  which  would 
suit  him  for  a  permanent  residence.  This  he  found  twelve  miles  back  from 
the  river,  on  the  Indian  trail  which  then  lead  from  the  forks  of  the 
Brandywine  to  the  Delaware.  Here  he  erected  a  temporary  shelter  where  he 
spent  the  first  winter.  The  weather  was  severe  and  his  family  suffered 
greatly  and  would  have  starved  had  it  not  been  for  the  kindness  of  the 
Indians,  vho  supplied  them  with  game.  In  the  summer  of  1685  he  made  a 
clearing,  built  a  log  cobin  and  planted  a  pear  tree  before  his  door,  famous 
to  all  his  descendants. 

By  a  blunder  of  a  laborer  it  was  cut  down  in  1852.  It  was  re¬ 
placed  by  a  silver  maple.  The  "1704  house"  was  built  to  the  southeast  by 
his  son.  The  fact  that  William  Brinton  took  his  certificates  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  monthly  meeting,  dated  Ludlow  Monthly  Meeting,  England,  15th  day

r  ye  11th  month,  1683,  is  strong  evidence  that  this  vas  the  place  of  his 

[  landing.  He  Journeyed  to  Philadelphia  to  obtain  a  patent  of  400  acroe 

of  land  around  his  cabin,  extending  from  Birmingham  to  Thornburg  township 

1  line,  west  toward  the  Brandywine.  A  little  stream  running  through  the  land 

vas  known  as  "William  Brinton  Run."

JEREMIAH  CARTER,  native  of  England  came  to  America  and  settled  in 
Penney lvania  in  16Q2.  Ho  was  a  mcmbor  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  From 
deeds,  he  was  a  "linonweaver" ,  although  his  will  states  "yeoman".  He 
became  a  landowner  after  a  few  years  and  probably  followed  farming  as  an 
occupation. 

In  Dr.  Smith’s  History  of  Delaware  County,  Pa.,  the  name  of  "Jeremy 
Carter",  appears  as  a  settler  on  the  south  side  of  Chester  Creek  in  Chester 
township,  Chester  County,  Pa. 

In  a  warrant  for  the  survey  of  250  acres  of  land  (Department  of 
Internal  Affairs  at  Harrisburg),  dated  24th  of  3rd  month,  1715;  It  is 
stated  that  JEREMIAH  CARTER  and  his  wife  came  in  to  the  Province  of 
Pennsylvania  in  the  year  1682.  It  Is  presumed  that  they  wore  married  at 
the  time  of  their  settlements,  though  it  is  believed  that  all  their  children 
were  born  in  America.  Possibly  they  were  married  just  prior  to  their 
emigration.  On  the  27th  of  the  6  month,  1689  a  jury  of  women  was  called 
at  the  Court  of  Chester  County  to  report  on  a  case  then  pending.  MARY 
Carter,  the  wife  of  Jeremiah  Carter  was  one  of  the  Jury.  It  is  the  only 
Jury  of  women  that  appears  on  the  records . 

JEREMIAH  Carter  seems  to  have  first  become  a  landowner  in  1690, 

as  William  Woodmanshide  of  South  Harold,  in  the  township  of  Chester,  County 

of  Chester,  yeoman,  deeded  to  Jeremiah  Carter  of  said  township,  ''Lining 

Weaver",  twenty  (20)  acres  for  the  consideration  of  L  6-6s,  dated  9th  day 
» 

of  the  10th  month,  I69O. 

Robert  Wade  of  Chester  Township  and  wife  Lydia  conveyed  a  deed  of 
gift  to  Lydia  Carter,  daughter  of  Jeremiah  Carter  of  said  township,  of  50 
acres  of  land,  dated  11th  day,  7  month,  1694;  her  father  to  have  the  use

of  it  until  ahe  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  paying  the  yearly 
quit  rent  of  one  half  huahel  of  good  wheat.  Robert  and  Lydia  Wade  had 
no  children  of  their  own  and  aa  thi8  daughter  of  Jeremiah  Carter  waa 
probably  named  in  honor  of  Lydia  Wade,  the  Wadee  returned  the  compliment 
by  thia  gift. 

Another  tract  of  land  containing  180  acrea  waa  conveyed  to  Jeremiah 
Carter  Nov.  23,  1702.  Roaurveyed  in  1703  and  found  to  convey  215  acrea 
instead  of  180  acrea. 

This  land  (285  acres  in  all)  and  additions  haB  remained  in  the 
possession  of  hia  descendants  to  the  present  generation.  It  is  called 

"Cartervillc  or  Cartertown"  and  is  located  on  the  south  side  of  Chester

Creek,  a  short  distance  west  of  the  present  city  of  Chester. 

JEREMIAH  CARTER,  was  appointed  Supervisor  of  Highways  for  Chester 
Tovnship  Feb.  21,  1709-10.  At  a  very  early  date  a  private  burial  ground 
was  laid  out  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  Concord  Road,  but  it  is  not 
certain  that  Jeremiah  Carter  and  his  wife  Mary  Carter  rest  there  or  in 
the  Friends  Burial  Ground  at  Chester. 

The  old  JEREMIAH  CARTER  residence  in  Philadelphia  is  where  Dr. 
Jaynes  building  stood  in  1883* 

JEREMIAH  CARTER  was  bom  in  England  about  i860,  ho  died  about  the

In  1488  a 
great  part  of  Scottish  Nobles  rebelled  against  James  HI;  and  on  Feb.  2, 
i486  the  Prince,  his  son,  then  about  sixteen  years  old,  left  Stirling 
Castle  and  Joined  the  Rebels.  Lord  Kilmaurs,  who  was  then  a  very  powerful 
man,  brought  his  forces  to  the  aid  of  the  King's  party,  and  assisted  in 
the  defeat  of  the  rebels  at  Blackness.  In 'return  for  his  services  and 
as  a  nark  of  royal  favor,  Lord  Kilmaurs  was  on  May  28,  1488,  advanced  to  the 
dignity  of  Earl  of  Glencairn  and  Lord  Kilmaurs.

The  progenitor  of  the  DICK  family  in  Edinburgh  was  WILLIAM  do  DICK 
or  WILLIAM  de  DYKE,  who  was  tho  first  Magistrate  of  Edinburgh  in  1296,  before 
tho  institution  of  the  office  of  Lord  Provost.  To  this  family  who  wore  deeply 
embarked  in  commerce, -Scotland  owes  much  of  tho  advancement  of  her  foreign 
nod  domestic  trade  during  the  16th  and  17 th  centuries.

!■»  JAMES  DICK,  the  first  descendant  recorded  was  a  merchant  of 

Arbroath  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  James  5bh  and  chose  that  part  of 
m  bio  residence  for  tho  convenience  of  shipping  and  carrying  on  a  foreign 

trade.  In  a  charter  under  the  groat  seal  dated  January  1539*  Do  i3  designed 
Merchant  Burgess  of  Arboarth" . ,  contemporary  with  him  was  Sir  Alexander  Dick 
Arch  Dean  of  Glasgow,  who  got  a  charter  under  tho  great  seal  of  the  lands  of 
Dillerbum,  Doggflatt,  etc.,  in  the  country  of  Peebles,  Sept.  29,  15^8*  His 
eon, 

ALEXANDER  DICK,  resided  chiefly  in  the  Orkneys  where  he  had  some 
landed  property.  He  was  a  person  of  considerable  knowledge  and  learning. 

Aftor  the  Reformation  he  was  appointed  the  Provost  for  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Orkney.  He  died  before  1580.  His  son, 

JOHN  DICK,  was  a  man  of  ability.  Was  proprietor  of  the  Islands 
of  North  Ronaldshay  Ormsay,  etc.  He  carried  on  from  the  Orkneys  a  consider¬ 
able,  or  rather  extensive  and  advantageous  trade  with  Denmark.  Having  gone 
there  in  command  of  one  of  the  largest  of  his  own  ships,  about  the  time 
King  James  tho  6th,  went  for  his  Queen  in  1590*  He  returned  with  the  squadron 
which  conducted  her  Majesty  to  Scotland  and  becoming  a  great  favorite  with 
the  King  afterwards  resided  chiefly  In  Edinburgh.  His  only  son, 

SIR  WILLIAM  DICK,  a  banker  in  Edinburgh  was  one  of  the  moat  eminent 
Scotsmen  of  the  ljth  century,  acquired  considerable  wealth,  even  in  his  fathers 
life  time.  He  was  bom  before  1579  and.  died  1655*  In  I0I8  he  advanced  6000L 
to  defray  the  household  expenses  of  James  VI  when  I10  held  a  parliament  in 
Scotland.  Through  his  influence  with  tho  government  he  greatly  increased 
his  wealth.  He  extended  the  trade  of  the  Firth  of  Forth  with  the  Baltic 
and  Mediterranean  Ports  and  he  had  a  lucrative  business  in  negotiating  bills 
of  exchange.  Besides  his  extensive  estates  in  tho  Orkneys,  he  acquired 
several  properties  in  the  South  of  Scotland,  including  in  1631  the  Barony 
of  Braid  in  Midlothian.  He  was  elected  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  in  tho 
critical  years  of  1638-39  and  was  a  zealous  covenanter.  His  fortune  about 
this  time  was  estimated  at  200,000  L  and  the  scotish  estates  were  chiefly 
indebted  to  his  advances  for  the  support  of  the  army  to  maintain  the  cause 
of  the  covenent,  for  the  equipment  of  the  forces  of  Montson,  dispatched 
to  the  North  of  Scotland  in  1639  when  he  advanced  200,000  merks  and  he  was 
oqually  liberal  in  his  advances  for  the  southern  Army  under  Leslie. 

Sir  Walter  Scott  in  the  "Heart  of  Midlothi in  * represents  David  Deans 
as  affirming  that  his  "father  saw  them  take  tho  sacks  of  dollars  our  01 Provost 
Dick's  window  into  the. carts  that  carried  them  to  the  Army  at  Dunse  Law. 

When  Charles  I  visited  Scotland  in  l64l,  a  hundred  thousand  merk3  were 
borrowed  frm  William  Dick  to  defray  the  expenses,  for  which  he  obtained 
security  on  the  King's  revenue.  In  the  following  January  ho  received  the 
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Dick  Lineage  (Continued) 

honor  of  Knighthood,  and  shortly  after  ho  was  created  a  Baronet  of  Nova 
Scotia.  On  June  19,  1644  he  presented  a  petition  to  the  estates  during  a 
payment  for  a  portion  of  the  sum  of  840,000  mcrk3  then  duo  to  him,  expressing 
hlo  willingness  to  take  the  remainder  by  installments  (See  Balfour's  Annals 
III,  page  189)  and  after  the  matter  had  been  under  consideration  for  some 
time  by  a  committee,  the  Parliament  assigned  him  40,000  &  sterling,  'owing 
of  the  brotherly  assistance  by  the  Parliament  of  England  and  ordained  him  to 
have  real  execution  upon  his  bond  of  200,000  marks,  in  addition  to  which 
they  assigned  him  the  excise  of  Orkney  and  Shetland,  and  also  of  the  tobacco 
(lb.,  page  291).  These  resolutions  seem,  however  to  have  had  no  practical 
effect  and  in  December  he  again  entreated  them  to  "take  some  serious  notice 
of  the  debts  owing  to  him  by  the  public  '  (ib.  page  329). 

On  January  31,  1646  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  committee  of  estates 
ae  representing  Edinburgh  when  the  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  and  several 
eminent  citizens  paid  a  visit  to  Cromwell  at  Moray  House,  October  1645. 

Old  Sir  William  Dick,  in  the  name  of  the  rest  made  a  groat  oration  (Page 
1295,  Part  4,  Rushworth  Historical  Collection). 

He  advanced  20,000  lb.  for  the  service  of  Charles  II  in  1650  and 
ho  was  one  of  the  committee  of  estates  during  the  war  with  Cromwell.  By  the 
parliamentry  party  he  was  therefore  treated  as  a  malignant  and  subjected  to 
heavy  fines,  amounting  in  all  to  64,934  lb.  Being  reduced  almost  to  indigence 
ho  went  to  London  to  obtain  payment  of  the  moneys,  lent  by  him  on  government 
security,  the  total  of  which  then  amounted  to  160,844  lbs.  His  petition 
cf  the  first  of  March  1653  was  referred  to  the  Irish  and  Scotch  committee. 
(State  papers,  Don.  ser.  1652-1653,  page  196)  and  a  second  petition  of  July 
3rd.  to  the  committee  at  Haberdashers  Hall  (ib,  376),  the  result  being  all 
ho  over  received  was  1000  1  in  August  of  that  year. 

Continuing  his  residence  in  London  to  prosecute  his  claims,  he  was 
more  than  once  imprisoned  for  small  debts.  The  common  statement  that  he  was 
thrown  into  prison  by  Cromwell  is,  however,  erroneous,  as  is  also  the  asser¬ 
tion  that  he  died  in  prison.  His  death  took  place  in  his  lodgings  in 
Westminster,  Dec.  19,  1655 ,  aged  75.  His  estates  had  been  reduced  that  money 
could  not  be  raised  sufficient  to  give  him  a  decent  funeral. 

The  house  of  Sir  William  Dick  in  Edinburgh  wa3  situated  in  High  Str, 
between  Byre's  and  Advocate's  Closes,  and  was  subsequently  occupied  by  the 
Earl  of  Hint  ore. 

He  married  ELIZABETH  MORRISON,  daughter  of  John  Morrison,  of  Preston 
Grange  and  Shaughton  Hall.  He  had  ANDREW,  William,  Thomas,  Alexander  and  John 
and  two  daughters  Elizabeth  and  Janet. 

SIR  ANDREW  DICK,  was  a  Burgess  and  Guild  Brother  of  Craighous  by 
right  of  the  decease  of  his  father  Sir  William  Dick  of  Braid  and  Provost  of 
Edinburgh.  This  was  granted  him  gratis  by  the  town  council  April  13,  1670. 

He  married  first  Christine  Morisone,  in  Edinburgh,  April  26,  1638*  Married 
ecoond  JEAN  LESLEY  (LESLIE),  April  28,  1642.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Lesley,  2nd  son  by  third  wife,  of  Andrew  Leslie,  Earl  of  Rothes.  He 
had  by  his  second  marriage,  Alexander,  Andrew,  William,  Thomas  and  other 
children.

At  the  southwest  corner  of  Marcus  Hook  Cros3  Roads,  there  stood  in  1883  & 
large,  quaint  old  frame  house,  which  was  no  doubt  once  considered  a  very 
good  mansion.  This  according  to  John  Hill  Martin,  Historian,  was  the 
residence  of  Archibald  Dick,  Mr.  Dick  was  a  man  of  considerable  wealth 
and  lived  in  much  the  style  that  was  common  in  Chester  County  in  those 
days.  When  visiting  Philadelphia,  he  drove  a  barouche  with  four  splendid 
horses,  accompanied  by  his  negro  driver  and  servants.

Revolutionary  Service. 

ARCHIBALD  DICK,  in  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War  was  active 
In  the  cause  of  the  Colonies  and  a  true  patriot.  He  was  Assistant  Deputy 
Quarter  Master  General  in  1779*  On  April  5,  1780  he  was  appointed  Assis¬ 
tant  Forage  Master  for  Chester  Co,  He  bore  the  rank  of  Major.  He  served 
in  Capt.  John  Flower's  Company  mustor  roll  Associators  and  Militia  of  the 
County  of  Chester  in  1782,  Just  before  he  died. 

Hi3  will  dated  Feb.  9>  1782  and  proven  April  23,  1782  and  recorded 
at  West  Chester  divided  his  estate  equally  between  his  two  sons.  He  emanci¬ 
pated  his  slaves  and  gave  to  each  a  legacy  in  money.  One,  who  appears  to 
have  been  a  favorite  was  called  Cuff  was  made  a  charge  upon  his  estate 
and  lived  to  see  at  an  extreme  old  age,  the  great  grand  children  of  his  old 
Easter.

You  remember  how,  by  his  clear  reasoning  and  evident  knowledge  of 
the  causes  of  certain  symptoms,  after  his  examination  of  the  Genera].,  he 
assured  us  that  it  was  not  really  quins ey,  which  we  supposed  it  to  be,  but 
a  violent  inflammation  of  the  mombrances  of  the  throat,  which  it  had  almost 
dosed,  and  which,  if  not  immediately  arrested,  would  result  in  death.

AMBROSE  MADISON,  served  in  the  Virginia  Line  during  tho  Revolutionary 
War.  His  heirs  presented  a  claim  to  the  U.  S.  Congress  for  compensation.  The 
Committee  on  Virginia  Bounty  Lands  reported  to  the  27th  Congress,  second 
I.  Boesion,  in  report  1765,  viz: 

"Ambrose  Madison's  heirs  were  allowed  the  bounty  of  4-000  acres  for 
a  service  of  three  years,  Feb.  5,  1834,  and  April  14,  1838  a  further  allow¬ 
ance  of  962  acres  was  made  for  a  service  of  seven  years  and  five  months.  He 
never  was  at  any  time  an  officer  of  the  line  (Continental),  although  called 
H,  captain,  and  of  course  never  entitled  to  any  bounty.  In  1783  he  settled  his 
accounts  with  the  auditor  of  Virginia  under  the  act  of  Nov.,  1781,  was  paid 
for  a  service  as  pay  master,  2nd  Regiment  from  Feb.  1,  1777  to  August  1,  1778, 
aj*  one  year  and  six  months,  and  also  as  a  captain  of  the  Regiment  Convention

He  also  engaged  in  many  battles  fought  against  the  Indians  in  the  early  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  West.  At  the  head  of  his  company  1794,  he  was  wounded  in  General 
Arthur  St,  Clair's  defeat;  was  also  wounded  in  an  engagement  with  the  Indians 
in  the  following  year.  He  distinguished  himself  in  the  campaigns  of  Scott 
and  Wilkinson  and  Adair.  His  military  career  was  gloriously  closed  at  the 
battle  of  the  River  Raisin  where  his  heroic  resolution  saved  th~  troops  under 
his  command  from  a  general  massacre.  He  was  sent  out  as  a  Major  at  this  time 
in  Col.  Allen's  Regiment  of  Kentuckians,  and  participated  in  this  famous  battle. 
He  exacted  of  General  Proctor  the  terms  of  capitulation,  securing  protection 
from  violence  at  the  hands  of  the  Indians;  was  for  a  time,  with  other  officers, 
held  as  hostage  at  the  prison  in  Quebec  in  1816,  having  resigned  the  office  of 
State  Auditor  and  being  urged  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  he  became  a  candidate 
for  Governor  of  Kentucky,  against  Col.  James  Johnson.  The  latter  resigned 
early  in  the  contest,  being  unable,  as  he  thought,  to  contend  against  a  man 
of  such  unbounded  popularity.  He  was  elected  the  fifth  Governor  of  Kentucky 
by  unanimous  voice  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  August  1 6,  1816.  George  Madison, 
as  Governor  enjoyed  the  high  honor  given  him  but  two  months.  His  death  was 
universally  mourned  as  he  had  been  admired  and  esteemed.

A  little  toward  the  North  fron  the  Castle  of  Stainly  lie  the  house 
f  and  lands  of  Breidland,  which  has  been  possessed  by  the  MAXWELLS  of  this 
ilk  for  upward  of  two  hundred  years;  but  of  what  family  they  derive  their 
,■  pedigree,  I  know  not.  Their  original  charter  which  I  have  seen,  is  granted 
by  Robert,  Abbot  of  Paisley  to  THOMAS  MAXWELL,  designed  son  of  ARTHUR 
H  MAXWELL,  clerk  of  Neilstown,  anno  i486  in  the  reign  of  King  Janes  4th  of 
vbon  JOHN  MAXWELL,  now  of  Breidland  is  the  lineal  heir. 

The  MAXWELIS  of  Breidland  have  furnished  some  considerable  cadets, 
as  JOHN  MAXWELL,  predecessor  by  the  mother,  to  GEORGE  MAXWELL  now  of  Dalswinton, 
and  several  considerable  fanilies  of  this  nane  in  Ireland. 

MAXWELLS  of  Breidland  and  Maxwell  of  MERK3W0RTH  are  said  to  be  a 
branch  of  the  Maxwells  of  Caer laverock.  The  last  mentioned  John  Maxwell 
of  Breidland 's  grandfather  was  GAVIN,  who  married  CATHERINE  HANLE,  a  daughter 
of  the  family  of  Roughwood,  by  whom  he  had  HUGH,  his  son  and  heir,  who  married 
JANET,  daughter  of  ROWAN  of  Danbreck,  by  whom  he  has  three  sons,  first  the 
last  mentioned  by  Cranfurd,  second  James,  the  third  Gaven;

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MONTGOMERY  LINEAGE 

The  family  of  MONTGOMERY  is  of  Norman  origin.  Roger  do  Montgomery 
ViConpte  dc  Hoeencs,  commanded  the  van  of  the  Norman  Army  at  the  Battle  of 
Hastings ,  1066.  He  was  afterward  exalted  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  of  Arundel 
and  Shrewsbury  and  was  otherwise  rewarded,  by  most  extensive  grants  of 
territory  in  the  South  and  West  of  England;  more  particularly  in  Shropshire, 
as  nearly  the  whole  of  that  extensive  country  and  fertile  country  was  con¬ 
ferred  on  him.  To  these  possessions  ho  himself  (Utterly  by  conquest)  added 
a  considerable  tract  of  fine  country  in  Wales,  called  after  his  own  nano, 
the  Shire  of  Montgomery,  perhaps  the  richest  county  in  the  whole  principality. 
Robert  his  descendant,  who  accompanied  Walter  the  High  Steward  from  Wales, 
obtained  the  Manor  of  Eleshame  in  this  county  and  the  first  land  the  family 
had  in  Scotland  and  which  has  continued  undiminished  their  property  to  this 
day.  He  died  about  1177.  His  son, 

JOHN  MONTGOMERY,  married  HELEN,  one  of  the  co-heiresses  of  ROBERT 
de  KENT,  with  whom  he  obtained  a  third  part  of  the  lands  of  Invemick  in 
East  Lothian.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

ALAN  de  MONTGOMERY,  in  the  lands  of  Invernick  and  Renfrewshire. 

He  is  witness  to  several  charters,  in  particular  to  one  with  Walter,  the 
Bishop  of  Glasgow,  betwixt  the  years  1208  and  1252.  He  was  succeeded  by 

his  eon, 

ROBERT  de  MONTGOMERY,  who  was  witness  to  a  donation  of  the  Earl 
cf  March  in  1258,  tothe  Monks  of  Coldinghan.  He  was  succeeded  by  his 
brother, 

JOHN  de  MONTGOMERY,  who  died  1285.  His  eldest  eon, 

JOHN  de  MONTGOMERY ,  is  among  the  list  of  those  who  Bwore  fealty  to 
Edward  I  in  12^6.  He  is  there  designed  of  "Lauarkahire" ,  but  that  country 
then  belonged  to  Renfrewshire.  His  son, 

ALEXANDER  de  MONTGOMERY,  is  supposed  to  have  succeeded  the  father. 

Ho  was  a  man  of  considerable  rank  and  power  as  he  obtained  passports  from 
England  to  go  abroad  with  a  retinue  of  sixty  horse  and  foot.  This  was  in 
1358.  His  eon, 

JOHN  de  MONTGOMERY,  of  Egliaham,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
co-heirces  of  Eglinton  and  Andrpssan  in  Ayshire.  Hie  Eglintons  had  long 
been  a  family  of  great  distinction.  This  Sir  John  Montgomery  of  Egl insh  in, 
in  company  with  the  Douglas,  signilized  himself  at  the  battle  of  Otterburr 
in  1388.  He  took  Henry  Percy  prisoner  and  by  his  ransom  built  the  castle, 
now  in  ruins.  His  son 

JOHN  MONTGOMERY,  of  Eglishan,  Eglinton  and  Androssan,  succeeded  his 
father  after  the  year  1392,  but  the  precise  date  is  nob  known.  He  was  em¬ 
ployed  on  several  important  missions  in  England.  He  married  MARGARET , 
daughter  of  ROBERT  MAXWELL  of  Caerlavrock,  by  whom  he  had  Alexander,  Robert 
and  ANNE  who  married  SIR  ROBERT  CUNNINGHAM,  Lord  Kilnaurs .

The  PRESTONS  were  from  the  north  of  England  and  contributed  six 
brothers  to  the  army  of  William.  Ill  (James  11),  as  in  1689  he  marched 
against  the  insurgent  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland.  Three  of  the  brothers 
perished  in  the  memorab  le  siege  of  Derry.  Two  returned  to  Yorkshire, 
and  one  ARCHIBALD ,  remained  in  Londonderry,  where  his  son  JOHN  was  bom 
about  1700. 

ARCHIBALD  PRESTON,  of  whom  nothing  further  than  is  given 
above.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  relation  he  bore  to  the 
line  of  those  who  were  native  of  Furness,  or  of  Cockerham,  or  of  Holker, 
or  whether  he,  with  his  brothers  was  a  scion  of  some  branch  of  the  family 
that  sprang  from  the  parent  stem  at  an  earlier  date  than  either  of  these. 
Just  what  was  the  attraction  that  kept  him  from  returning  to  England  will 
always  be  a  mystery,  perhaps  the  lady  ho  married  whose  name  is  unknown. 

We  know  that  he  had  one  son  and  other  children. 

»**•** JOHN  PRESTON,  bom  abdut  1700,  at  Londonderry,  Ireland. 

Ho  died  I7V7  in  Virginia.  He  married  ELIZABETH  PATTON,  1725.  He  emigrated 
to  Virginia  in  1740.  His  wife  was  the  sister  of  Col.  James  Patton  of 
Donegal,  Ireland.  "Foote  '  speaks  of  him  as  a  "shipmaster'  in  Dublin. 

Brock  says  he  was. a  ship's  carpenter.  However  John  Preston  stood  in  no 
attitude  of  financial  dependence  upon  his  wealthy  kinsman.  In  the  Annals 
of  Augusta  Co.,  Va.  '  we  read  of  John  Preston  proving  his  importation  as 
follows:  "At  the  May  term,  1746,  JOHN  PRESTON  proved  his  importation  from 
Ireland,  with  his  wife  Elizabeth,  William  the  son  and  Letitia  and  Ann  his 
daughters,  at  his  own  charge.  ,  in  order  to  partake  of  his  Majesty's  bounty 
for  taking  upland. 

He  died  in  1747  leaving  a  very  small  estate  as  far  as  appears  on 
records.  However  he  obtained  a  valuable  tract  of  land  called  'Robinson's. 
His  first  residence  was  at  "Spring  Hill"  in  Augusta  County,  Va.,  but  in 
about  three  years  he  purchased  and  settled  upon  a  large  tract  of  land 
adjoining  Staunton,  Va.  He  was  buried  at  Tinkling  Spring  Meeting  House. 

He  was  a  Presbyterian  and  worshipped  at  Tinkling  Spring  Church,  (Staunton, 
Va.)  At  Tinkling  Spring  Meeting  House,  stands  an  obelisk  with  the  following 
inscription. 

West  side  of  monument.  "To  commemorate  the  virtues  of  John  Preston  who  was 
buried  here  in  the  year  1747. 

South  side---"To  attest  the  filial  piety  of  his  DESCENDANTS  in  his  third 
and  fourth  generations  of  many  names  and  scattered  through  many  states. 

East  side - "And,  more  than  all  to  record,  The  faithfulness  and  mercy  of 

God  to  the  seed  of  the  righteous. 

North  side - "This  monument  was  erected  by  the  members  of  the  PRESTON 

FAMILY,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1855 •" 

His  wife,  Elizabeth,  qualified  as  administratrix  of  his  estate 
Feb.  6,  1747  and  executed  a  bond  with  John  Maxwell  and  Robert  McClanahan  as 
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Preston  Lineage  (Continued) 

her  sureties,  in  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  pounds,  indicating  the  personal 
estate  of  only  fifty  pounds, 

Mr,  William  E.  Ruffner  of  Washington  College  speaks  of  him  as  a 
ship  carpenter  in  the  "ship  yard"  at  Dublin  belonging  to  Col.  James  Patton. 
Whether  he  was  employed  in  the  building  and  then  in  the  commanding  of  one 
of  Col.  Patton  s  vessels  is  nowhere  fully  stated.  From  records  he  was  an 
uncommonly  handsome  man,  "with  correct  principles  arid  of  strong  mind  and 
attractive  manners.  Who-can  tell  but  that,  bit  of  heraldry  and  title  we 
find  traces  of,  had  involved  in  them,  the  curious  hereditary  power  to  do 
him  a  good  turn  now  by  adding  to  his  gifts  of  person  and  character  the 
delicate  charm  of  social  ease  and  grace:-  for  he  won  for  his  wife  ELIZABETH 
PATTON,  the  fair  sister  of  his  aristocratic  and  affluent  employer!  Her  two 
sisters  married  titled  gentlemen.  John  Preston's  piety  made  him  suffer  in 
Ireland  and  this  gave  him  the  impulse  to  venture  across  the  sea,  for  which 
his  connection  with  Col.  Patton  supplied  the  opportunity  and  thus  laid  the 
foundation  for  his  American  home.  Col.  James  Patton,  his  brother-in-law 
received  an  order  from  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  under  which  ho  appropriated 
to  himself  and  associates  120,000  acres  of  the  best  lands  lying  above  the 
Blue  Ridge  in  Virginia.

The  archaic  form  of  spelling  is 
Tomson  .  Those  careful  to  preserve  their  traditions  and  Scotch  origin 
usually  spell  it  Thomson  .  The  moat  general  spelling  outside  of  Scotland 
is  Thompson. 

*****WILLIAM  THOMPSON,  born  l6l4  in  England,  was  the  son  of  Sir 
Roger  Thompson.  He  had  three  brothers;  Maurice,  George  born  l603,  and 
Paul  bom  1611.  William  emigrated  to  America  before  1700  and  settled  in 
Culpepper  County,  Va,  His  ancestral  home  was  Yorkshire,  Eng.  William 
was  in  the  Royal  Army  and  a  great  friend  of  Cromwell  and  almost  married 
his  daughter.  He  returned  to  England  and  was  Knighted  and  became  the 
Governor  of  the  East  India  Company.  He  died  1695 .
